REMARRIAGE 


Some Corrections 


and Explanations 


Necessary. 


Looseness on This Subject May Cause Trouble. 


Judging from the many in- 
quires that come to us, I con- 
clude it 1s necessary to say 
something on this subject. 
Since there have been some 
differences of opinion exist- 
ing among our people, we 
have refrained from discus- 
sing this question in these 
columns, because the Evan- 
gel is a product of the Asem- 
sembly and not of individu- 
al ownership. 

This is a matter that has 
drawn forth much contro- 
versy both from statesmen 
and religionists for morethen 
sixteen centuries. Themain 
ground for controvesy has 
been that of whether marri- 
age is merely, a civil con- 
tract, and can be broken by 
the same authority thatmade 
the union legal; or whether it 
is acontract of a peculiarly 
sacred character, the disso- 
lution of which must not be 
lightly, if at all, permitted by 


human legislation. 
Although it is not our pur- 


pose to discuss this subject 
to the fullest extent, yet we 
feel sure that the decision of 
the Assembly grants some 
liberty, and as long as we re- 
main within the bounds of 
the points already agreed 
upon, we feel that no one 
can justly take any excep- 
tions. Itisour purpose to 
feel along very carefully and 
prayerfully and try to use 
words that will not hurt the 


feelings of any one. 
Few subjects aresurround- 


ed with greater difficulties 
than this one. For what 
causes divorce should be 
granted, and whether com- 
plete divorce shouldbe grant- 
ed at all, in the sense that the 
married parties can contract 
new mM iffiages, are points on 
which civilized societies, 
both political and _ religious, 
have arrived at very differ- 
ent conclusons. Modern 
practice and opinion are to 
be traced mainly to two 
sources of principle, viz. 
The Roman law and the 
Christian religion. | 
We have no need for dis- 


cussing the subject from the 
standpoint of law, because 
we are Christians and only 
want the right vindicated, 
and when itis, we are all 
honest and humble enough 
to accept it. But even states- 
men differ on the subject. 


Many of them look upon it 
as a sacred urion, while oth- 
ers look upon the matter 
more lightly and regard it as 
only a civil contract. 

I have no fears of saying 
we, as Christians, are united 
in our belief that marriage is 
of that sacred origin that 
needs to be recognized with 
much more sacredness than 
appears among manyin these 
last days. That marriage is 
of sacred origin is proven by 
the Lord’s work of. creation. 
God said, ‘‘It is not good that 
the man should be alone; | 
will make him an help meet 
for him.” And after the wo- 
man was made and present- 
edto the man it was _ said, 
“Therefore shall a manleave 
his father and mother, and 
shall cleave unto his wife: 
and they shall be one flesh.” 
(Gen. 2:24.) 

Jesus, also, in giving in- 
structions on. the subject 
shows that it is a sacred mat- 
ter and should not be treat- 
ed lightly. In qucting from 
the mouth of God Jesus says, 
“For this cause shall a man 
leave father and moiher, and 
shall cleave unto his wife: 
And they twain shall be one 
flesh.’ Then he aids, 
“Wherefore they are no more 
twain butone flesh. What 
therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put 


asunder.” (Math. 19:5;6.) 
This is sufficient to prove 


tous that marriage is not 
merely acivil contract. The 
Scriptures all the way through 
teach that it is sacred and of 
divine origin, from which it 
has never departed in the 
eyes of God and His Bible. 
Although it has lost its sac- 
redness with many, and it is 
trifled with as if it was. no 
morethan any other contract, 





yet around it still hangs that 


same degree of sacredness 


by which it was recognized 


by our Lord. To us who are 


followers of the lowly Naz- 


atine, this union is regarded 
It is 
a contract that ‘ od planned 
and institued, and not an in- 
stitution by legislators and 


as exceedingly sacred 


laws. 


In our discusaions of the 
subject by the Assembly it 


has never been mentioned as 
a civil contract, but always 


recognized as God's institu- 


tion. The Assembly has 
been united on the marriage 
relation being indissoluble 
for any cause except fornica- 
tion. There has been no 
controversy on that point. It 
has been decided that peo- 
ple who were divorced for 
any other cause than forni- 
cation and married again 
while their former compan- 
10ns are living are not eligi- 
ble to membership in the 
Lord’s Church. This has 
been empahasized from year 
to year. This has been made 
clear by the use of several 
Scriptures. 


This decision is the same 
as to advise and teach that

There is another phase of 
the question that has been 
virtually agreed upon, viz. 
That of the crime of fornica- 
ition being a cause for separ- 
attion. [here isno objection 
to aseparation on account of 
fornication, although there 
may besome__ difference of 
Opinion as to what consticut- 
es fornication. This special 
point however, has had little 
attention given it, because 
there has been a tendency to 
agree by common consent. 
But we will pass this by now 
because we do not wish to 
discuss any point that has 
not been agreed upon by the 
assembly. 


The main difference has 
been on the point of the re- 
marriage of a person while 
the former companion is still 
living, although the divorce 
was secured because the par- 
ty put away was guilty of 
fornication. This point has 
never been agreed upon, and 
thus does not give a chance 
for discussion in these col- 
umns. Wedo not mean to 
overreach the boundry and 
take up the point that is still 
in question. 

There is one thing, how- 
ever, that possibly has been 
neglected, that we wish to 
mention.

ous. Suchacourse as this 
does not only show definance 
to the advice of the assem- 
bly, but it is contrary to the 
wisdom that comes from 
above (Jas. 3:27), for that 
makes one “easy to be en- 
treated.” 

But this is not the only 
serious feature pertaining to 
this matter. I have been in- 
formed that a few of the min- 
isters have disregarded this 
advice and performed the 


| ceremony in the case of such 


marriages. They probably 
did not know of this advice 
of the assembly, but it was 
their duty to know. The 
minutes are open and every 
minister should keep himself 
informed in all matters per- 
taining to the assembly pro- 
ceedings. 


While this last point men- 
tioned is only advice given 
by the assembly bur to dis- 
regard it and act on one’s 
own judgment certainly 
shows a degree of self-will 
which no minister ‘should 
have. Titus 1:7. Besides this 
there is danger of being 
found disregarding another 
Scripture that reads, “Like- 
wise, ye younger, submit 
yourselves unto the elders. 
Yea, all of you be subject 
one to another, and be cloth- 
ed with humility.” 1 Pet. 5:5. 


Other Scriptures could be 
given, but I suppose~ this is 
sufficient for the present, 
however, | wish to call at- 
tention to the place of safety 
aid then I’m sure no one 


that reads this will want 
to risk his own judgment on 
this important matter any 
more. “Where no counsel 
is, the people fall: but in the 
multitude of counselors there 
is safety.” ‘‘A wise man is 
strong; yea, aman of knowl- 
edge increasteh strength.
